With meat prices high in 
relation to past costs of feed, it is 
the obvious time to sell stock, 
market stock and breeding stock. 
With prices of grain at a peak it 
is the obvious time to sell grain. 
Like a merchant it is good busi- 
ness to reduce farm inventory, 
sell, sell, sell! 

} Scarcity Certain 

Prices cannot long continue at 
this level without scarcity. The 
way to produce that scarcity is 
the same way that it is produced 
in other lines—stop producing 
products. This is the tide that the 
Alberta Federation of Agriculture 
would now like to reverse. And 
the Alberta Federation of Agri- 
culture is the mouthpiece of the 
Co-ops of Alberta, the Alberta 
Livestock Cc-op, the Cattle Breed- 
ers and Feeders Associations.

No Cure 


This situation cannot be cured 
by opening the border to the 
United States to let our surplus 
goods into that country at a high- 
er price. Canadian meat was 
grown in Canada to feed Cana- 
dian people and, by agreement, 
to send our surplus to Great Brit- 
ain. There was a price level to 
permit that. Sleepily, Canadians 
have permitted the exploiters to 
again steal the money that should 
have paid for such meat for use 
by the Canadian and British peo- 
ple, and it will be only further 
frustration to now lose the real 
meat to the United States. The 
high price when received by Ca- 
nadian producers will in turn pro- 
duce only higher prices to be 
paid by the same producers. 

The answer lies in one direc- 
tion only. The answer lics in 
a co-operative commonwealth. 
lhe answer lies in an arrange- 
ment between Canadian produ- 
cer and Canadian_ consumer, 
between the Canadian citizen 
and the British citizen in the 
immediate future and the citi- 
zen of all other countries in 
the long-time plan. 
The answer lies in a new social 
and economic concept and the im- 
mediate recognition of that ne- 
cessity by the voting public of 
Canada. Business, big or little, 
is the business of supplying the 
needs of people, and not the busi- 
ness of making profit. The profit 
motive has produced again, as it 
did in every decade of the last 
two centuries, a base for scar- 
city, real scarcity where there is 
poverty in the midst of real 
poverty. . 

For three years the C.C.F. has 
tried to assist a natural arrange- 
ment between the needy British 
market and the Canadian sur- 
plus of food stuffs. It is not too 
much to say that the Co-opera- 
tives of. Canada, are pledged to 
such an arrangement, though their 
leadership have been so difficult 
to persuade as to render their 
efforts too little and too late. 

Attack on Co-ops 

The government of Canada 
moved definitely two years ago

These governments must be 
changed to governments com- 
posed of representatives of the 
producers and workers and not 
representatives of the exploiters 
of the workers. 

We should ask our leaders in 
the co-operatives where they 
stand, publicly. We should ask our 
leaders what they have been do- 
ing in the last two or three years 
while this situation built itself to 
the final stage. We should ask 
the leaders of the .A.F.A. and the 
C.F.A. what part they have 
played, not just now, when the 
coup is accomplished, but during 
the last two or three years while 
it was being prepared. 

We should ask our represen- 
tatives in the Alberta Legislature 
what their stand has been and 
where they are now while we are 
being mulcted and our efforts and 
short term plans sabetared. 

How Long? 

We should ask ourselves how 
long we intend to be babes in the 
wood, irresponsible members of 
a sucker society thal permits it- 
self to be persuaded by deceitful 
propaganda methods into a 
dangerous smugness, fooling with 
a game of darts, when spears are 
needed. 

The C.C.F. fought this fight. 
The People’s Weekly has carried - 
this warning. M. J. Coldwell, 
and his supporters in parliament 
have fought the castration, of 
the co-operative movement, 
through taxation and hindering 
regulation. Elmer Roper and 
Liesemer have fought it step by 
step in the Alberta Legislature. 
The members of the C.C.F. have 


fought it on the public platform | 


and in discussions with their 
neighbors. 

This did not happen overnight 
and it has happened many times 
before. It did not happen at all. It 
was deliberately brought about. 
{t is the smart tactics of smart 
exploiters.

AF.U. CONVENTION

packed, on the main floor and the 
gallery, with delegates and visi- 
tors, the sixth annual convention 
of the A.F.U. swung into action

Failing that, in reference to the 
price of wheat, Mr. Stimpfle sug- 
gested non-delivery.

With the old line party sup- 
porters rallying to the Liberal 
standard, the Liberal Party em- 
erged with the same number of 
seats as the C.C.F. in Monday’s 
mock parliamentary elections at 
the University of Alberta. The 
C.C.F. and the Liberals will have 
14 seats each in the new parlia- 
ment.

The Liberals had a total of 504 
votes, 16 more than the C.C.F.

“In the meantime, profiteer- 


ing is rampant. Unscrupulous 
big businessmen have taken 
advantage of the nation’s 


calamity to wring the highest 

profits in history out of the 

Canadian people. 

“That is exactly the situation 
the C.C.F. warned against when 
the government launched its 
headlong policy of subsidy re- 
moval and price decontrol several 
months ago. However, it is not 
my purpose now to say ‘We told 
you so... Much of the harm that 
has been done cannot be undone.” 


Failed to Recognize Dangers 

“Tt was my hope, however,” 
says Mr. Coldwell, ‘“‘that the gov- 
ernment would, in the light of the 
developments of the past two 
weeks see the extent of its folly 
and take energetic and compre- 


hensive measures to meet the 
emergency. 
“It is now apparent that the 


government has failed to recog- 
nize the dangers inherent in the 
present situation, It has half- 
heartedly and with much reluct- 
ance reimposed price controls on 
a handful of food products, and 
it is expecting an emasculated 
Prices Board to enforee these 
ceilings.”’ 

Suggests Specific Program 

In pointing out that “this is no 
time for half-measures,” Mr. 
Coldwell urges upon the govern- 
ment the following speeifie pro- 
gram to meet the present crisis: 

(1) Reimposition at the earli- 
est possible date of price 
controls on all the basie 
necessities of life: food, 
clothing and fuel; 
Renéwal of the subsidies 
on milk, butter, bread, 
feed grains, cotton and 
wool; 
The closing of the Winni- 
peg Grain Exchange and 
the elimination of specu- 
lation in essential foods; 
Reconstruction of the 
Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board in such a manner 
that it can adequately ad- 
minister tke’ price con- 
trols;

| “I put forward this emergency 
| program — not 


in any narrow 
partisan sense,” Mr. Coldwell ex- 
plained, “but in the firm belief 
that it has’ the support of the ma- 
jority of the Canadian people and 
in the sincere hope that the gov- 
ernment will act and act quickly 
to prevent a further disastrous 
rise in prices. 

“Faced with similar emergency 
conditions, the Administration in 
Washington is contemplating the 
re-imposition of controls. But, 
as during the war, we can act 
independently to protect our 
people against the full ravages 
of inflation. 

“Parliament will reconvene 
in a few days. Unless Parlia- 
ment acts, all price controls 
will end automatically at mid- 
night December 31st. If Cana- 
dians believe that there is merit 
in any or all of the above sug- 
gestions, I urge them to write, 
to their Member of Parliament 
and try to ‘impress on him’ the 
urgency of the matter.” 

“Canadians have acted together 
in emergencies before, for the 
common good. A united national 
effort, if the government will 
give the leadership, ean again 
pull us through,” he maintained.
